The win completes a remarkable unde- 
feated first half of the season for the newly 
promoted Thunder, which has notched up 
wins against all the teams in the top five 
apart from Green Gully. 

Saturday’s match lived up to the pre- match 

hype delivering quality attacking football 
from both teams. The visitors, boasting a 
midfield rich in talent, made a_ confident 
start with midfielder Graham Hockless rat- 
tling the upright with a long range shot in 
the third minute. Thunder, responded im- 
mediately with a clear chance of their own, 
when striker Joe Dilorio combined with 
strike partner Veton Korcari, for a one-on 
one chance which Heidelberg keeper Peter 
Gavalas foiled with an excellent save.

Heidelberg coach George Katsakis reflect- 
ed after the game,‘ When you have so much 
possession, you want to get something out 
of it. Unfortunately today we didn’t get 
much out of our possession. I thought the 
first 45 minutes was some of the best foot- 


ball you’ve ever seen, but unless you take 
your chances it means nothing...It’s a dif- 
ficult venue at Dandenong no doubt. Not the 
fact that it’s intimidating, but more the point 
that if you don’t take those chances, you 
won’t create too many. So when you create 
one or two, you’ve really got to make sure 
you capitalize.”

mouths of the Preston faithful, with the 
club planted at the foot of the table and still 
searching for its first win of the season. 
Lions coach Zeljko Gagula was disappoint- 
ed at full time and was left wondering where 
his first win would come from. 

“We were desperate for the three points to- 
day and without them it is going to be aw- 
fully hard for the rest of the season. 

“T thought we played extremely well in peri- 
ods but not being able to score has been our 
downfall this season. 

“A lack of concentration and experience re- 
ally brought on our downfall.” 

The Zebras forced the first corner of the 
game after just four minutes and should 
have taken the lead but for a poor finish 


from close range. 

Tex Apostolakis got on the end of a goal- 
mouth scramble and with just the keeper to 
beat, smashed his shot over the bar. 

Just five minutes later, the young striker 
again terrorised the Lions defence when he 
tried his luck from 30 metres, but Damir 
Salcin kept his side level with an unortho- 
dox save using his left shoulder. 

Despite failing to produce a clear-cut chance 
in the first 20 minutes, the Lions did send a 
scare through the Zebras camp on 22 min- 
utes when Bale Micovski made a darting 
run into the penalty area. 

With Igor Arsovski ready to pounce at the 
far post, the youngster’s cross was des- 
perately cut out by Sime Kovacevic, who 
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thumped the ball clear amid a barrage of 
Lions pressure. 

Then almost immediately at the other end of 
the park, the Zebras thought they had taken 
the lead but for the disappointment of the 
assistant referee’s raised flag. 

Apostolakis had beaten his man on the left 
flank, but not the offside trap, with his per- 
fect cross for Marco Santilli’s easy tap in 
proving futile. 

However Santilli did get his name on the 
score sheet just minutes from half time after 
solid lead up play by Ryan O’Hare. 

The Irishman cut inside the penalty area and 
played a delicate square ball to Santilli, who 
made no mistake to give his side a deserved 
1-0 lead. 

The second half commenced in tentative 
fashion and it was the home side that virtu- 
ally killed the game as contest just ten min- 
utes in. 

Apostolakis fired in a powerful cross to the 
far post for the lurking Simon Symeoy, who 
tapped in for the Zebras to make it 2-0. 

The disappointing Lions had to wait until 
the 70th minute to test Zebras keeper Ken 
Gerohristodoulou, with Michael Bosevski 
setting sail from long range and forcing the 
keeper into a brilliant diving save. 

Then with the last kick of the game deep in 
stoppage time, the Lions gave their small 
contingent of travelling fans something to 
shout about. 

Michael Bosevski was rewarded for his hard 
work with a mere consolation goal, delicate- 
ly chipping the advancing keeper to cut the 
margin to one. 

The win still leaves the Zebras planted in 
the relegation zone, albeit five points from 
the bottom-placed Lions and still six away 
from safety. 

On Sunday, the Zebras host the Richmond 
Eagles at Epping Stadium, while the Lions 
travel to Mansion Stadium to take on the 
Knights.

The game commenced with Green Gully 
attacking the Eastern End, aided by a howling 
gale behind them. Two minutes into the game 
Lorenz Kindtner worked well to get in a cross 
from near the right side corner flag, which 
Steven Tilovski claimed just ahead of the 
oncoming Richie Cardozo. Five minutes later 
a counter attack after a Richmond corner saw 
Kristijan Ivesic find Aziz Behich on the left, 
but the cross to the near post was cleared. 

A great run down left by Richie Cardozo 
after twelve minutes saw him beat two men 
cutting into the box from out wide before being 
brought down by Diogo Ferreira for a penalty 
as he turned him when approaching the goal 
looking to create an angle to shoot. Cardozo 
stepped up to take the penalty himself, hitting 
it low to Tilovski’s left and having his effort 
well saved. 

Two minutes later Cardozo attempted to 
make ammends, but his free kick from twenty- 
two yards flew a foot over the crossbar. Rich- 
mond were left to rue their opportunities when 
a cross from Andy Vargas in the twenty-first 
minute from the sideline forty yards from goal 
was caught by the wind and floated goalwards. 
With Peter Zois caught off his line, the ball 
drifted into the top corner of the goal before he 
could get back to prevent Gully taking the lead. 

Richmond tried to reply quickly, but a cross 
from Cardozo was just a little too high for Nick 
Robinson and the Eagles striker did well to get 
his head to the ball but could only put it wide 
of goal. In the twenty-ninth minute a poorly 
cleared corner by the Eagles saw the ball 
played back in to Matthew Sanders at the top 
of the box and he made no mistake in shooting 
beyond Zois to double Green Gully’s lead.

Vargas hit a thirty yard free-kick just over 
the crossbar in the thirty-fourth minute. The 
Eagles were becoming increasingly shaky in 
defence, and almost gifted a goal to Behich 
two minutes later but he shot wide. Five min- 
utes before the break another defensive lapse 
presented Ivesic with a similar opening which 
Sanders scored from, and he did likewise to 
make it 3-0 to the away team. The game was 
effectively over, though the factor of the string 
wind would have given the more optimistic 
Richmond fans some hope of a revival. 

Nick Kalambokis, introduced as a half- 
time substitute along with Michael Catalano, 
chipped over the goal three minutes after 
play resumed. Captain Stuart McCluskey had 
succumbed to injury, with Tommy Milardovic 
brought back into defence. Ivesic fired a shot 
at Zois before Kindtner was fouled on the left 
flank in the fifty-sixth minute. Cardozo sup- 
plied the free-kick which Gully failed to deal 
with at the near post, Andrew Viola pouncing 


on the loose ball to ram it into the net from 
three yards. 

On the hour Tilovski spilled a Cardozo free- 
kick from twenty-one yards, recovering to turn 
the ball around post for corner. Three minutes 
later it was another corner for Richmond on 
the right which saw Cardozo deliver the ball on 
the end of a well-timed run from Kindtner who 
headed home to pull another goal back. 

Now Richmond were rampant, and two 
minutes later Cardozo volleyed wide. Then in 
the sixty-seventh minute he made a great run 
through the middle, beating three men before 
shooting from twenty yards, Tilovski denying 
him again with a brilliant save. 

Though looking fragile on set-pieces Gully 
weathered the storm, and in the seventy-ninth 
minute Sanders was found free at the far post 
but shot straight at Zois. Gully once again 
had gained the upper-hand in general play. In 
desperation the Eagles were resorting to shoot- 
ing from distance, Joern Heineke shooting two 


feet wide from thirty yards in the eighty-first 
minute and then Catalano also firing wide 
shortly after. 

A nasty foul by Ivesic on Cardozo in the 
eighty-seventh minute saw the Gully player 
booked. With Richmond players wanting stron- 
ger action taken a scrimmage occurred and 
from this Heineke, who had improved all game 
on his starting debut, was shown a red card. 
The final whistle came with Gully holding the 
advantage, running out 3-2 winners in a solid 
contest. 

The winners will start the second half of the 
season with a visit to Chaplin Reserve for an 
old-fashioned derby with Sunshine Georgies. 
Richmond will also be on the road for a meet- 
ing with the Whittlesea Zebras.

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BLAST FROM THE PAST 


Celebrating Celtic s Best Ever Player 


Jimmy Johnstone, ‘Jinky’ to every- 
one, the man voted the greatest Celt- 
ic player ever, died tragically young 
in 2006 in his 62nd year after a long 
illness. 

A supremely talented ball player with mes- 
meric close control, he was an integral part 
of the Lisbon Lions, the home-grown Celtic 
team which was the first British side to win 
the European Cup in 1967. 

Some good judges, including the Real 
Madrid legend Alfredo di Stefano, rated him 
even more highly than the late George Best 
as the greatest player never to grace a World 
Cup. By the time Scotland qualified for the 
first of a series of five successive World Cup 
final tournaments in 1974, Johnstone’s ge- 
nius was probably in decline, despite a bril- 
liant performance against Wales in a lead- 
up match. His last cap came in 1975 and he 
won four in 1974, and though he made it 
into Willie Ormond’s squad for West Ger- 
many, he did not kick a ball in a match in the 
tournament, unlike another talismanic hero, 
Denis Law, who played in the opening game 
against Zaire. 

Johnstone made 515 appearances for 
Celtic, scoring 130 goals, but was capped 
only 23 times by his country. Johnstone’s 
relatively small number of Scottish caps 
cannot be explained simply by his mercu- 
rial temperament and lack of disciplined 
application, for he had to share the inter- 
national limelight for much of his career 
with an almost equally talented and diminu- 
tive Rangers winger, Willie Henderson, as 
well as several high quality, though more 
conventional, attackers. Johnstone did lack 
confidence in the Scotland dressing room, 
was often abused as a catholic by the fans of 
Glasgow Rangers under the Scotland flag, 
and was victimised by one Scotland trainer. 
One of his Scotland managers, the ebullient 
Tommy Docherty, once said, ‘I remember 
calling off our first practice match because 
no one could get the ball off wee Jimmy 
Johnstone.’ 

Like another famous striker Dennis Berg- 
kamp, Johnstone hated flying. His manager 
Jock Stein, who said that his greatest feat 
was keeping Jimmy in the game for as long 
as he was, played on this by offering the dy- 
namic winger a chance to stay at home when 
the team flew to Belgrade for the away leg 
of a European Cup tie in 1968 against Red

Star, provided the home leg was won by four 
goals. Johnstone applied himself that night, 
and when the fourth goal went in, team- 
mates and fans alike were taken aback by 
the extraordinary fervour of his celebrations 
as he cavorted around the park shouting, ‘I 
don’t have to go, I don’t have to go.’ 

Then there was the infamous incident at a 
Scottish training camp at Largs on the Ayr-

shire coast, following that dazzling display 
by the wee winger against Wales in 1974, 
when after a few refreshments Johnstone 
found himself in a rowing boat with only 
one oar drifting out into the Firth of Clyde. 
Colleagues thought it was all a great joke 
as the non-swimmer became a speck on the 
horizon, but then the authorities had to be 
alerted before he succumbed to hypotherm- 


ia. Jock Stein’s summary was, ‘He is not a 
bad boy with regard to being against author- 
ity. It is just that if there is trouble, or a prob- 
lem, Jimmy seems to be in the thick of it.’ 

Jack Webster, who ghosted Johnstone’s 
autobiography, testifies to his unexampled 
skill and his football nous, combined with 
an unworldliness off the field. Going to 
his house for an arranged interview for the 
book, Webster would be greeted by John- 
stone’s wife with the news, ‘Jimmy’s no 
here’. On one occasion Webster found him 
playing with about a hundred kids, most as 
tall as the little winger, on a patch of waste 
ground not far from the house. Thinking to 
test his own, not inconsiderable, defensive 
skills against ‘Wee Jinky’, Webster invited 
the Celtic man to bring the ball up to him 
and beat him. Johnstone agreed and brought 
the ball so close to Webster that the latter 
was certain he had his measure. No sooner 
had the thought been conceived than the 
wee man had dropped a shoulder, rolled his 
foot under the ball and lightly lifted it over 
Webster’s lunging toes, and skipped away 
in total control. 

For a number of years after his playing ca- 
reer was over Johnstone suffered from motor 
neurone disease which eventually claimed 
his life. But he was loved by all who came 
in contact with his infectious enthusiasm 
for life and football. In 2005 he had a Fab- 
ergé egg made in his honour, the first liv- 
ing person to whom this has happened since 
the days of the Romanovs. In Sue Mott’s A 
girl’s guide to ball games one of her respon- 
dents to a poll on the greatest sports stars of 
all time, describes Eric Cantona as ‘nearly 
as good as Jimmy Johnstone’. Another mer- 
curial icon, Jim Baxter of Rangers, who 
played with and against him said, ‘What he 
did to poor Terry Cooper in the semi-final 
of the European Cup against Leeds in 1970 
should have been prohibited by Act of Par- 
liament.’ In my mind’s eye I can still see 
Jinky with the ball tied to his feet making a 
mockery of the defensive talents of some of 
the world’s greatest players in front of the 
fans in the ‘Jungle’ at Parkhead, where his 
greatest moments of pure football skill were 
performed.

The Lisbon Lions with the treasured European Cup. 
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Famous Melbourne businessman John 
Wren built a stadium on Swan Street in 
Richmond in 1924 which was known as 
the Motordome/Motordrome. 

It contained a saucer shaped concrete track for 
cycling and motor racing, on which the banking 
increased to where it was steeper than forty-five 
degrees at it’s top section. Deaths and serious 
injuries from accidents were not uncommon, and 
two spectators were killed in 1929. The infield 
was grassed, and soon the venue became the 
home of big time soccer in Melbourne. The first 
Dockerty Cup Final played there was in 1927, 
with Footscray Thistle dominating extra-time 
to beat Navy 5-2. In 1933 some of the complex 
was dismantled, and replaced by what then 
became known as Olympic Park Speedway. 

Watching the Bushfire Charity Match at 
Olympic Park last Tuesday I began to ponder 
the great history of football at the ground. Along 
with Middle Park, it was the home of soccer in 
Melbourne. The motorbikes and bicycles gave 
way to an athletics track, but football remained. 
From the annual Cup Finals, usage expanded to 
State team games and then Internationals. After 
the post-World War II migration boom, Sunday 
afternoon State League games attracted great pa- 
tronage. 37,500 people converged on the ground 
to witness Roma beat Victoria 4-2 in 1966. In 
1985 came the World Cup Qualifying Play-Off 
with Scotland, one of the most recalled games 
amongst many Australian football fans, and one 
of those cases where more people claim to have 
been there than could have been possible. 

First to mind of my personal recollections of 
football at Olympic Park was when the World 
Youth Cup (Under 20’s) came to Australia in 
1993 and the Melbourne group saw all games 
played there in an exciting week. Rising Spurs 
prodigy Nick Barmby (now an old man at Hull 
City) was pictured arriving at Tullamarine on 
the back page of the Herald-Sun, his England 
blazer making him look every bit the schoolboy 
he was. The opening day saw South Korea and 
England draw 0-0 before the U.S.A. thumped 
Turkey 6-0, striker Chris Faklaris having a night 
to remember with a hat-trick. “We played hard 
and we knew we could beat them but we never 
thought it would be 6-0” he said afterwards of 
the shock result.

Eventually they met England in a 
Third and Fourth Place Play-Off at the Sydney 
Football Stadium, a late Julian Joachim winner 
cancelling out Ante Milicic’s 48th minute equa- 
liser. Other notables in Les Scheinflug’s squad 
were Ante Juric, Paul Agostino, Peter Tsekenis, 
Ante Moric and Super Kevin Muscat. Brazil 
won the Cup, defeating Ghana. Adriano was 
named player of the tournament, with Dida and 
Mario Jardel amongst his winning team-mates. 
From the losing side Ransford Bannini would 
achieve cult status with the Melbourne Knights 
in the NSL. Nii Odartey Lamptey, much hyped 
at the time as the most promising junior to come 
out of Africa, would fail to kick on in senior 
ranks. 

In February 1988 the Winfield Socceroos 
took on Dinamo Zagreb. The up and coming 
star of the Dinamo team was the great Zvonimir 
Boban, who some say sent Croatia on the path 
to independance from Yugoslavia a couple of 
years later when he kicked a policeman on the 
field in the middle of a riot. A Winfield Socceroo 
that day was Gary McDowall, who didn’t gain 
notoriety through a kick, but more of a stomp on 
the head of an Israeli player during an Olympic 
Games Qualifier a month later in Christchurch. 
Frank Arok’s Mad Dog team featured Jeff Olver 
in goal, Wally Savor, Alex Tobin, Graham Jen- 
nings and the soon to be hero of the Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup, Charlie Yankos. Paul Wade was 
barking orders in midfield, before being replaced 
by adult store operator Mike Peterson. Recently 
sacked Cairnlea coach Oscar Crino exhibited his 
sublime skills in midfield, with Graham Arnold 
scoring the Aussie’s goal in a 1-1 draw. Another 
Socceroos coach Frank Farina was his strike 
partner, with Joe Mullen substituted for another 
player from the pissant town of Adelaide, Aure- 
lio Vidmar. 

When West Ham United came out on tour to 
play the Victorian state team, injuries (or hang- 
overs) saw them draft in Peter “Gus” Tsolakis as 
a guest player. I think the current Northcote City 
coach may even have been joined in the squad 
that day by Frank Lampard Senior, who was al- 


ready long retired, and enjoying that retirement 
in a decent paddock by the look of him. 

I recall a Cup Double Header featuring 
Preston Makedonia, Heidelberg United, South 
Melbourne Hellas and Melbourne Croatia. The 
mammoth pitch invasion at the end was capped 
by a policeman chasing one hooligan for at least 
100m around the bend of the athletics track. The 
hool decided not to continue down the straight 
but jump the fence back into the crowd to make 
a getaway. Alas he was thwarted by an old fel- 
low in the crowd who got in his way, allowing 
the police to catch him. I have no doubt he 
ended up in the back of one of the twenty-three 
police vehicles I counted parked in the middle 
of Swan Street I counted on my walk back to 
Richmond station afterwards. 

Hellas fans would have great memories of the 
1990-91 NSL Grand Final penatly shoot-out win 
over Croatia. For the Croatia/Knights fans the 
memories of the place would become more bit- 
ter after another Grand Final penalty shoot-out 
loss there, against Adelaide City in 1991-92. Joe 
Spiteri should have killed off that game.... 


THE REGULARS 


Carlton’s NSL Friday Night matches were 
pretty good value. The North End of the athlet- 
ics track was opened up as a beer garden, with a 
fence behind the goal close enough for everyone 
to tell Bobby Catlin how fat he was in case this 
fact escaped him.

Proud Powerhouse Of Victorian F ootball PONS

fter more than a quarter of a century in 
Ae: top grade, you could be forgiven for 

rubbing your eyes in disbelief seeing 
Fawkner in Division 1 this season. 

This year will be an unknown for many sup- 
porters and fans who have watched the Blues 
rise to prominence in the past thirty years. 
Since its inception the club has fielded a team 
in the highest Victorian league with the excep- 
tion being 2009. 

Formed by the Schipano family in 1965, the 
side is steeped in Italian background. Fawkner 
merged with the Fitzroy Azzuri in 1971 and 
thus added the ‘Blues’ to their name. In 2004 
they merged with Whittlesea Zebras. After two

years, the clubs parted. 
Despite the split, Club President Santo Rizza 
insists Fawkner’s stable committee and frame- 


work are reasons for its success and longevity. 


Since he took over the Presidency in 1988 he 
lists three major club milestones. 

“Winning the Dockerty Cup in 1984 was a 
major highlight as it was considered the most 
prestigious trophy in Victorian football. Also 
making the grand final in 1993 and winning 
the minor premiership in 2003 were other club 
highlights.” 

Fawkner hasn’t won the Premier League yet 
but this will be furthest from their minds this 
year. With such a successful record in the top

competition, coach Ken Murphy agrees that 
2009 is all about getting promoted. It won’t be 
easy.

Hopefully if not this season then it 
will be a matter of time before we go back to 
the Premier League.”

Tramontana and Les Anastasiou in the back- 
line have heaps of experience.” 

The top side would be nothing without an 
extensive junior structure in place and Faw- 
kner have 16 junior teams ranging from Under

10 MAN EAGLES PLUCK BLUE EAGLES 


Raiders coach John Duthie will remem-

ENGLAND 

Manchester United lifted 

their third consecutive Pre- 

mier League crown on Sat- 
urday as they picked up the final point 
needed to ensure supremacy with a 0-0 
draw at Old Trafford against Arsenal. 
Despite failing to register a shot on target 
throughout the 90 minutes, the scoreless 
draw in United’s penultimate match of the 
2008-09 campaign enabled them to lay 
hands on the trophy for the third season 
running. 
The triumph allowed United to draw level 
with Liverpool on league titles won; the 
fierce rivals now share the record of 18 
titles each, which for a long time had been 
Liverpool’s sole record. 
In an ominous sign for Liverpool, Ferguson 
has vowed to stay at United in an attempt 
to knock The Reds of their perch and win a 
19th league title. 
United added another achievement to their 
prestigious history books, becoming the 
first club to have twice claimed three con- 
secutive English titles; the Red Devils hav- 
ing claimed three successive titles between 
the 2000/01 to 2002/03 seasons. 
Although United’s display was less than 
emphatic, it showed that their consistency 
and ability to grind out important results 
was the difference between themselves title 
challengers Liverpool and Chelsea 
The inconsistencies witnessed at Anfield 
and Stamford Bridge this season has meant 
that Liverpool and Chelsea rarely posed a 
serious threat to the United outfit, despite 
Liverpool registering the league double 
over the champions. 
The title is the 11th won under Sir Alex 
Ferguson’s 22-year reign at the club and 
the 11th since the inaugural season of the 
Premier League competition 17 seasons 
ago, back in 1992-3. 
In a cagey match for United fans, Arsenal 
dominated 61% possession and, in contrast 
to Ferguson’s men, registered several shots 
on the United goal. 
But, with the Gunners failing to break the 
deadlock, it was only a matter of time as 
the clock ran down the minutes and sec- 
onds to United’s trophy triumph. 
While United have wrapped up the league 
with a game in hand, the 2008-09 season 
has been a much more competitive compe- 
tition in comparison with the Red Devils’ 
win last season. 
Liverpool have pushed and pushed, but 
finally gave way due to their ability to draw 
games — or inability to win the matches that 
counted. 
Further, United’s campaign has not been as 
impressive as previous years; Ferguson’s 
side only managed one positive result from 
six league clashes against top four rivals 
— a 3-0 victory over Chelsea — and were 
beaten in both fixtures against title chal- 
lengers Liverpool. 
But while Liverpool and Arsenal end their 
seasons trophyless, United have added a 
third trophy to their cabinet for the season 
after winning the World Club Cup and 
League Cups earlier this year — and will be 
looking to add one more when they defend 
the Champions League title against Barce- 
lona in a little over a week’s time. 
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Man U equals Liverpool’s record of 18 English crowns. Now for Barcelona! 


After United finished in pole position in the 
early kick-off, the attention quickly turned 
to the relegation battle at the basement. 
Alan Shearer has been virtually powerless 
at the helm at Newcastle, and it appears 
that his beloved Magpies are destined for 
the drop. 

Deep in the relegation mire, Newcastle 
succumbed to a Fulham 1-0 at home, 
through a Dimansy Kamara goal on 41 
minutes, leaving Newcastle third from bot- 
tom heading into the final round of Premier 
League fixtures next week. 

Fulham on the other hand are one point 
away from securing a spot in the Europa 
League — the reformed UEFA Cup competi- 
tion — an incredible feat for a team usually 
resigned to mid-table mediocrity. 
Middlesbrough looks as good as gone af- 
ter they could only manage a draw at home 
to Aston Villa. Turkish striker Tuncay 
opened the scoring to give the Riverside 

a glimmer of hope that the side wouldn’t 
be playing Championship football next 
season, but Villa equalised through John 
Carew, effectively knocking all but the 
final nail in Middlesbrough’s coffin. 
Elsewhere, Everton thumped West Ham 
3-1, Stoke City beat Wigan 2-0, Totten- 
ham recorded a 2-1 win over Manchester 
City and Bolton drew 1-1 with Hull.

kick a ball to secure their 19th 
Primera Liga title on Saturday, 
after Real Madrid lost 3-2 at Villarreal, 
effectively handing the title to their fierce 
Spanish rivals.

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Tilt the season’s book sideways, and 
you will notice only a few pages remain 
till the end as the climax beckons. 

The story is at its most dramatic and engag- 
ing stage — there may be another twist in the tale 
yet. So many characters are making themselves 
heard; so much dialogue, so much action and so 
much reaction — there are heroes and there are 
villai... Drogbas. 

The twist in the tale could have occurred do- 
mestically as the Premiership race would have 
gone down to the final 90 minutes of the season, 
had Man City, Wigan or Arsenal defeated Man 
Utd last week. Unfortunately for Liverpool, 
Man Utd read the script. With only three games 
remaining at the start of last week, they have 
managed to wrap up their consecutive champi- 
onship. That’s what Man Utd does. They finish 
the business they mean. Now that the major Pre- 
miership climax has been found out, no longer 
can The Kop prepare to sing loudest come May 
24th. Although, knowing the inimitable Anfield 
atmosphere, they perhaps still will, because for 
them, next year’s story suggests a happier end- 
ing. Along with an emphatic double over their 
rivals, this belief will be their silver-lining from 
the dark cloud of May. 

Why if the title race did go to the final day? 

It would have been a story as dramatic as 
Blackburn Rovers’ tale fourteen years ago. Liv- 
erpool’s incentive for overcoming Spurs on the 
final day could have been comparatively bigger. 
It would have meant too much to too many fans 
— nineteen years without the league title, some 
Reds all over the world have been waiting for 
this day all their life. So has Steven Gerrard. 

Had Man Utd lost just one match prior to the 
final day then Gerrard would have been gearing 
his team from the word go and Benitez would 
need not say much because the team-talk would 
‘speak for itself’. As the fans would have sung 
a version of *You’ll Never Walk Alone’ at its 
proudest and loudest, the eleven men in red 
would have walked out onto that lush green field 
and straight into a stadium of sentiment. 

The championship would be oh so close; 
ninety minutes away would lay the return of the 
title — for some, back home where it belongs. 
This is Liverpool Football Club, arguably the 
most legitimately passionate club in the world. 
As the crowd would sing, the team would have 
had to dance to its tune. Losing this type of final 
match would simply not be an option. Not now. 
The wait has seemed a lifetime. 

However, Liverpool can be snapped back to 
reality from their dream of decades in the cruel- 
lest manner by Man Utd — enemies at best. Liv- 
erpool’s dream can turn into reality only if Man 
Utd has a nightmare. Hull City will be fighting a 
relegation battle and can possibly be the reason 
that leads to Liverpool’s nineteenth league title 
after nineteen years — football really does have 
its own destiny. The story of the leading char- 
acters has unfamiliarly gone down to the finish 
and it is emotionally engaging. This is not just 
any battle. ‘Any’ battle would be England and 
Australia in cricket, Ali and Frazier, Federer and 
Nadal, dare I say it— Real Madrid and Barcelo- 
na. This is greater than the above. What greater 
end to a story than the greatest protagonist eye 
to eye with the greatest antagonist. This is Liv- 
erpool and Manchester United. A battle equalled 
only by Good and Evil. Former and latter? You 
know who I know is which. This article is an 
articulation of pride and tears. Each word I have 
placed onto this paper with precision and with 
passion. It means that much. Read this article,

then re-read it to find the story within the story 
- the writers story. All great tales have sub plots, 
tales within tales. Here it is no different. I spoke 
of writing with unconditional love — the type 

of passion seen, heard and felt only at Anfield 
Road, whatever the circumstance. Now go back 
to the question of ‘former and latter’ and do the 
math. 

Alas! Football is all about ‘ifs’ and ‘buts’. The 
above ending to this ‘season’s end’ would have 
been filled with unrivalled passion and drama, 
but in actuality we know the ending of this 
plot already, even though a few pages remain. 
With about six £15m plus players in the starting 
line-up week in week out for Man Utd, and 
even £25m plus players on the bench, credit to 
Benitez for mounting a credible challenge right 
up to the last few pages with a comparatively 
modest army. Although the fictional ending 
above was not to be, the plot provided enough 
entertainment throughout the season. 

A conventional sub-plot which is often com- 
pleted on the final day is the equally dramatic 
but doubly devastating relegation battle. Two 
more teams will be joining West Bromwich 
Albion in the quicksand that is the Champion- 
ship. Hull must overcome Man Utd if they are 
to escape a once-unthinkable drop. Toward the 
climax of this story, they have been free falling. 

It feels like a free fall from heaven because 
that’s where they metaphorically were. God 
had them by the collar... and let them go. Their 
last league home win was in early December 
and they have only managed one victory away 
since then. Hence their fall feels like a lifetime. 
Just before they hit the ground, by a whisker’s 
length, they can stop - at once. All David did to 
bring joy, was defeat Goliath. Man Utd await. 

The Tigers cannot be afraid as the shadow 
of the giant looms over them. Rarely are tigers 
made to look so weak against the being in front 
of which they stand, but Man Utd has that 
effect. An effect that Hull must power away 
by raging a roar that refuses relegation. Those 
men will be heroes in Hull if they do what they 
simply have to do — be counted for. 

Whoever wrote this story of the season’s end 
cannot deny breaking the storytelling code. Per- 
ceived heroes are those who are not supposed to 
fall from grace. In films they remain till the end 
because they are followed by the masses and 


their actions in the end are familiarly successful. 


Then why the unpredictable twist here?

tle United are potentially being killed off. They 
are big locations with big characters — multiple 
honoured Nicky Butt, former European Player 
of the Year Michael Owen and many more. 

They say you cannot write this stuff, but 
nobody told destiny this. She rides at full speed, 
and before you know it you are riding firmly 
above, landing abruptly below. Newcastle 
United promised many things, without ever 
really delivering much before. Its character 
was far too emotional and far less real. But it is 
etched too deeply inside the domestic world to 
be gone forever — it will reappear, surely. 


ENDINGS IN EUROPE 


In the parallel world of many of the elite 
characters of Premiership football, the 
season’s end has proved quite dramatic. 
Enter, the European Cup. Never before has a 
match and post-match exceeded ‘dangerous’ 

on the ‘emotion-o-meter’ than the Chelsea 

and Barcelona semi-final second-leg. For the 
neutral it was compelling viewing from the start 
to end — Chelsea scored, denied and dramati- 
cally defeated in the last step before daylight, 
and darkness dominated in an instant. Shattered 
were Roman dreams and shattered was Roman. 
Writing long and descriptive sentences will not 
do justice to the emotions felt by all football 
fans watching the ‘drama’, if that is what I can 
call it, as the match exuded a sense of ‘injus- 
tice’, great football, stupidity, intensity and jaw 
dropping wonderment. I felt for Chelsea, but 

I also felt for the game - that is, love. What a 
beautiful game. I will repeat that later. 

The ‘written in history’ moments were subse- 
quently discussed in the broadcasting studio 
which further intensified the evening as ex-play- 
ers in the guise of ‘experts’ looked back over 
the 95 minutes plus with passionate reflection. 
Drogba, whose apparent ‘on-off? passion for the 
game was switched to ‘exaggeration mode’. No 
doubt, he was hurt and clearly venting. How- 
ever, maybe less time would have been added 
had he not gone down a couple of instances and 
the drama would have been negated had he not 
spurned his chance. Given, his embarrassing 
“grab the camera and express’ was merely in- 
stinctive and the expletive used was a reflexive 
expression, but he must be punished for the act. 
Most foolish acts are reflexive and instinctive, 
but the punishment must follow in order for the 
perpetrator to practice composure. 

But just how ‘done’ were Chelsea? 

The first ‘penalty’ incident involving Malouda 
would have been harsh had it been given, as 

the initial fouled leg remained outside of the 
area and Malouda began dropping with back to 
goal. Not so controversial. Next - Drogba had a 
strong case for a penalty when he was brought 
down in the box. However, the one defence for 
the referee was that Drogba had lost control 

of the ball slightly. Also, let us not forget the 
boy who cried wolf — a becoming story. Next 

— Pique’s handball omission is inexcusable. 
Handballs are frequently over-analysed to begin 
with, but this was a handball that should have 
been penalised in any school of thought. Next 

— that ‘last second handball’ was also 70-30 in 
favour of Chelsea. The referee perhaps felt it 
clipped the rear shoulder or armpit of Barce- 
lona’s ‘second goalkeeper’ which is why the 
penalty was not awarded. However, the replay 
suggested otherwise, and no, technology is use- 


less. If we are still debating the decision up until 


now, how will a replay instantaneously prove

factual? And when does the play stop? The po- 
tential rebound? This is a whole different topic 
(see my article in Issue 4, Season 5 (p. 23)). 
Also, the referee can be excused of any potential 
match-fixing as he ridiculously sent off Abidal 
for... running. Simply put, and inconclusively 
decided, the referee had a ‘suspiciously’ bad 
game. However, the suggestion that UEFA will 
not be too disappointed to see a more ‘Euro- 
pean’ final is perhaps a disgraceful fact.

The Arsenal and Man Utd game was in stark 
contrast. It was far less dramatic and deserves 
not a paragraph when a sentence will suffice.

Who Would You Choose: Beauty or The Beast? 


With United still on course to win 
four major trophies this season, it 
seems that all should be rosy on the 
red side of Manchester. Yet there is 
much hearsay, many rumours, and 
several press releases and news 
articles which currently suggest that 
in the summer Manchester United may 
lose two of their biggest stars. But if 
had to choose between the two, who 
would you want more, Cristiano Ron- 
aldo or Carlos Tevez? 

If we are all honest then I don’t think any 
of us really know whether Ronaldo or Tevez 
will be pulling on the red shirt of United 
next season. Maybe even Sir Alex Ferguson 
doesn’t know where the two stars will end 
up. Ronaldo may be on his way to Madrid, in 
exchange for quite a handsome sum I would 
assume, whereas Tevez may also be boarding 
a plane to somewhere in Spain, or then again 
maybe he’ll get a coach down to London. 

The Red Devils may lose both of their most 
talked about players, but on the other hand 
they may keep them both. The talk coming 
from Sir Alex’s mouth is that both men are 
important cogs in the United machine, and 
he will be looking to tie them both to big 
contracts. Ferguson seems quick to quash 
any rumours surrounding either men’s future 
at the club, especially Tevez, who in recent 
weeks has been singled out by Sir Alex as 
being a major part of the team and a great 
influence on those around him. 

However, we must consider that Ronaldo 
has, on more than one occasion, described 
his wish to join the biggest club in the world 
over in Madrid, and if we believe stories 
recently released by the English press, a big 
money move could already be signed. And 
then there is Carlos Tevez, a man that seems 
to feel unwanted by the club, who still have 
not made him any sort of offer to stay next 
season, and who right now is continually 
suggesting that his future is away from Old 
Trafford. 

So to argue as to whether either man will 
be at United next season is a little pointless 
at this juncture, as we simply do not know. 
What is sure is that both men are loved by the 
United fans, and I’m sure that if they had a 
choice, they’d like to see both men lining up 
for the possible European Champions next 
season.

In the game against 
Fulham, which United lost, Ronaldo whined 
to the referee throughout the game, seemingly 
unhappy that lesser players were allowed to 
tackle the best player in the world. 

Fair enough, I may be being a little harsh 
on Ronaldo. Maybe I’m just jealous because 
he is better looking than me. But in all hon- 
esty, I’m not sure I’d want him in my team. 
The Champions League semi-final is a good 
example of why I’m not overly keen on the 
Portuguese heartthrob, as although he was a 
threat to the Arsenal defence, he is supposed 
to be a midfielder, yet Ferguson had to play 
Park Ji-Sung and Rooney in wide positions, 
as he knew that Ronaldo would simply not 
track back. In my opinion Ronaldo is the 
epitome of a player who is out for himself, 
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a man who wants all the accolades and who 
doesn’t care about the team. That’s why I’d 
let him go, and do all I could to keep Carlos 
Tevez. 

For me, Tevez is both a fans and a play- 
ers favourite. The fans love him because he 
always tries his hardest in every game, and 
plays with a passion which is not always 
displayed in today’s football. He seems like 
a player who would run through a brick wall 
if it meant his team would benefit from it. 
Other players love him because he makes 
them better. This season he has played along- 
side Rooney, Berbatov and Ronaldo, and has 
combined superbly with all three. 

He is a quality player who can score goals 
and set up opportunities for others, as well as 
working his proverbial socks off for his teams 
cause. Not only that, but as a substitute in 
recent weeks he has been able to turn games 
on their heads, as he did against Wigan, and 
acted as an injection of adrenaline to his side. 
And, despite all the praise heaped upon him 
by both fans, managers and other players, 
he doesn’t seem to have half of the ego that 
Ronaldo does. 

Think about the season that Tevez spent 
at West Ham. He has undoubtedly the best 
player at the club, as Ronaldo is at United, yet 
there was no sulking, no amateur dramatics, 
just simple hard work and determination for 
the cause. If one man ever single-handedly 
kept a team up, it was Tevez. And yet when 
he scored against United to keep the Ham- 
mers up, there was no prancing around and 
mocking of fans, as Ronaldo often does after 
scoring, there was simply joy that he had 
helped West Ham stay up, and his team-mates 
loved him for it. Quite simply, he was and 
very much still is a team player, a term I’m 
not too sure Ronaldo knows the meaning of. 

From a footballing standpoint, Ronaldo is 
a better player than Tevez. But it’s not just 
ability which determines how good a player 
fits into a club. Ask David Beckham, as he 
was ousted from United by Ferguson, not 
because of his ability, but due to the media 
attention on his life and Beckham’s attitude to 
the game of football and his part in the team. 
Tevez’s ego has not been an issue at United, 
and if ever there was a player willing to jump 
off a cliff for his team and his fans, it’s prob- 
ably Carlos Tevez. 

It’s well known that the Argentine has a 
scar on his face and body, as he was scalded 
by some hot water as a child. What some 
may not know, however, is that Tevez has 
since refused to have plastic surgery to hide 
the scars, as he views them as part of him, 
and part of the reason that he is the man that 
he is. Maybe it’s just me, but that’s exactly 
the kind of guy I want playing for my team. 
In this case of Beauty or the Beast, I’m defi- 
nitely taking the Beast.

LONDON CALLING 


GOONERS RUN OUT OF GAS 


Three weeks ago Arsenal resided 
on a cloud of optimism. They were 
in the semis of the FA Cup and 

the UCL. The sky was the limit 

for Wenger’s men and fans were 
dreaming of an historic double to 
top off three trophyless years. 

Chelsea and Manchester United gate- 
crashed their dreams and now its four 
trophyless years and counting. The 4-1 
mauling at the hands of Chelsea in the 
league and the 0-0 draw this weekend at 
Manchester United were just meaningless 
residuals of another unfulfilling season 
for the Gunners. 

With one game left they have nothing 
but pride to play for at home next week. 
The question is where did it all go wrong 
for the Emirates club and what next for 
Arsene Wenger’s men following another 
season of disappointment? Or was it a 
season of under achievement as many 
fans feel? 

It has to be said that during his reign in 
London the Gunners have been a breath 
of fresh air to the EPL. Their free flow- 
ing, one touch football as well as their 
lack of negativity is just the sort of fare 
that keeps the Emirates Stadium sold out 
for most home games. 

This hasn’t been enough to silence the 
fans who at a shareholder’s forum last 
Thursday evening criticised his team for 
lacking the mentality to fight when the 
going got tough. This was of course an 
accusation Wenger denied strenuously, 
counterattacking with his own charge 
that “it is easy to sit in the stand and say 
they are not up for the fight”, as quoted in 
Virgin Media. “What they have done ina 
negative environment this season shows 
what they can do”, he went on to say. 

Wenger expects the fans empathy but 
this works both ways. How must it be for 
a season ticket holder for the past four 
years to see promising players sold and 
potential unfulfilled? 

Yes, there is a gap in expectation from 
Wenger and the fans. They have been 
brought up in his reign to expect title 
challenges and Wenger’s preaching of fis- 
cal prudence to pay off the debt produced 
by building the stadium has fallen largely 
on the deaf ears of fans who would love 
the fiscal prudence to extend to their 
pockets in the form of lower season ticket 
prices. 

He also referred to Manchester United’s 
Champions League semi-final win at the

Emirates when saying, “There is a mas- 
sive difference between the away fans, 
who are absolutely fantastic, and the 
home ones.” 

This is just the sort of diversionary 
tactic Wenger has used in the past, a tactic 
that won’t wash this time. It can’t be so 
easy to pay £1500 (the highest season 
ticket prices in the EPL bar Chelsea) 
and watch an Arsenal team fail to renew 
the contract of one of its most influen- 
tial players last year in Mathieu Flamini 
because they wouldn’t pay him an extra 
£10,000 a week. 

Yes, the fans were outsung in both legs 
against Man U but this doesn’t tell the 
full story. The Emirates, like OT at times, 
can have a bit of an ‘impress me first then 
I’ll cheer for the team’ mentality, espe- 
cially during games with lesser teams. 
This is to be expected at big clubs. The 
raucous atmosphere at OT during the first 
leg was also to be expected, fans, just like 
players, are ‘up’ for big games. As for the 
Arsenal fans in the second leg, there was 
a real buzz about the Emirates up until the 
first Man Utd goal and even up until the 
second. After that the fans were muted 
and went into their shell, much like the 
team. 

It is also quoted that Wenger added, “It 
is always that negative way of thinking, 
that the players do not care. If we do not 


get there [win a trophy] next year then I 
am responsible and will stand up for it. 
But what this team needs is people who 
are fans of the club.” 

Though I do not know what else was 
said at that meeting I know that Wenger is 
at the heart of what is good about Arsenal 
and what was wrong this season. The 
central defence of Gallas and Kolo Toure, 
while adequate, is hardly the dominate 
defence Wenger had when Arsenal 
were winning titles with stoppers like 
Sol Campbell, Martin Keown and Tony 
Adams. 

It is he who ultimately should take 
responsibility for the performances on the 
pitch and the lack of adequate central de- 
fensive cover when William Gallas went 
down injured. He who played Robin Van 
Persie on the left of a five man midfield 
and employed a one man attack against 
Manchester United in both UCL ties and 
he who failed to change things until the 
60 minute mark in the second leg when 
the game was over and the crowd were 
preparing to leave. 

There have been injuries but these are 
no excuse for a big clubs, squads were 
made for such unexpected events. Wenger 
went some way toward giving arsenal the 
strength they need in the creative midfield 
department by signing Andrei Arshavin 
but his absence in the UCL games only 


highlighted the poor form and indifferent 
season of Cesc Fabregas, a man who is a 
shadow of last season’s player. 

He played behind the central striker for 
the key UCL games but was ineffective 
as he works better in a four-man midfield, 
where there is more space in midfield. 
The problem for Wenger now is that he 
has a player readymade to play the Cesc 
role in Arshavin, a player who is more 
adept in the position and more techni- 
cally gifted than Cesc. Does this mean 
underperforming Cesc could be sold? My 
gut feeling says Cesc will stay at Arsenal 
but I would not be surprised if Wenger 
accepts a mega offer for a midfield player 
who at times reverted back to the anony- 
mous raw 16 year old who signed from 
Barcelona’s youth team. 

As he constantly points out that Arsenal 
lack the big bucks in the transfer market 
he could use the money to strengthen the 
spine of the team like central defence and 
central defensive midfield. 

One thing is certain; if he keeps a full 
squad next season (for a change) and 
strengthens it in the aforementioned areas 
the pressure will really be on for Arsene. 

They’ll be so much heat on him if he 
fails next year it’ll push the global tem- 
perature beyond the point of no return and 
the only clouds will be dark ones.

YOUNG SOCCEROOS 
DEPART FOR U20 WORLD CUP 
Squad Heads For Netherlands 


Australian-based players selected 
by Head Coach, Jan Versleijen,for 
an 18 man Qantas Young Socceroos 
squad for a European training camp 
have departed Australia as part of 
their preparation for the 2009 FIFA 
U-20 World Cup to be held in Egypt 
in September/October. 

The touring squad is comprised of 14 
players from Hyundai A-League and Na- 
tional Youth League teams and four players 
from overseas clubs.

Football Federation Australia (FFA) 
has imposed a sanction on player, 
Sebastian Ryall, for a breach of the 
FFA National Code of Conduct. 

The sanction follows a finding that under 
clause 2.1 of the Code of Conduct the 
player has brought the game into disrepute 
through being charged with a criminal of- 
fence. 

The player has been charged with engaging 
in a sexual act with a girl who was 13 years 
of age. 

The sanction imposed is: 

_isuspension from participation in football 
matches in Australia (including the A- 
League) until 3 September 2009, and 
\ineligibility to participate in national 
team duty until the criminal case has been 
determined or 3 September 2009 (which- 
ever is the later). 

The criminal charge arises out of an inci- 
dent that took place in late January 2008. 
At the time the player was 18 years of age. 
The matter came to the attention of FFA 
and his current club on 23 April 2009. 
FFA initiated its Code of Conduct pro-

cess which involved providing the player 
with the opportunity to make submissions 
to FFA on the alleged Code of Conduct 
breach. FFA considered those submissions 
in reaching its determination which was 
communicated to the player today. The 
player, through his legal representatives, 
has cooperated fully with the FFA process. 
The sanction is not imposed on the basis 
that the player is guilty of the charge that 
he faces. FFA has not formed a view of the 
player’s guilt or innocence of the charge as 
this is a matter for the courts. 

The sanction is imposed simply on the 
basis that the bringing of the criminal 
charge against him has brought the game of 
football into disrepute. 

FFA notes that the player has pleaded not 
guilty to the criminal charge and his lawyer 
has indicated his client intends to strenu- 
ously defend his innocence. 

As a result of the sanction, the player is not 
eligible to participate in national team duty 
and he will not be travelling with the Under 
20 squad which is due to depart soon for an 
overseas tour.
